I see sometimes in my dreams, a certain Lord transformed 
into an avengiug demon, scourging with a whip of fire, the 
skeletons of his starving countrymen over hedges ef briars, 
and through ditches full of poisonous liquids, — I see in my 
mind’s eye, a great dignitary of the law, surrounded by 
fiends. with a skin of parchment in his hand, irom which 
the Habeas Corpus and Magna Chrrta have been erased, 
inscribing in letters of blood the sentence of the famished 
wretches who have been guilty of the crime of hunger, 1 
see the poor forbidden to marry, lest their offspring should 
become clamorous to the rich for food. T see Mr. Mal- 
thus elecied into a divinity, and the great and noble ones of 


the earth dancing round his altar, on which the comforts of 


the indizent are the only acceptable sacrifice. Isee Robert 
Southey, the high priest of his infernal orgies, and a thou- 
sand maliguaut sprites mocking the incense which they pre- 
tend to sprinkle upon the worshippers, 

{ begin therefore to contemplate the possibility of re- 
moving, not from any apprehensions of personal safety; 
for I have neither wife to lament, nor children to expect 
from me their daily food, But I always love to live under 
the most perfect form of government that the times afford, 
All mediocrity is dangerous, and lia®le to abuse. And as 
despotism wiil be the order of the day in Europe, when the 
fading sun of British Freedom has declined beneath the 
horizon, I would then live under the most perfect form of 
despotism. I would have only the mandates of one tyrant 
to obey, if [ must live under a tyrannical government, | 
would have only a monster upon the throne, where his eleva- 
tion might teach me to shun him; I would not have a mul- 
tiplicity of depots, all equally unjust, but all contradictory 
In their injustice; and all expecting to be equally obeyed 
I would not live under the reign of Lord Sidmouth in the 
great watch-house of the state, as the dark-browed constable 
of the night; who would suspect me of treason beeause I 
wore black, without being a lawyer or a priest; and of Lord

| Castlereagh in the foreign depariment, who would send me 
} to prison because I was an alien; or of George Canning, who 
would think me dangerous because I was poor, ani have 
had no desire to enrich myself at the expence of honesty;

| could not discern what talent he has given to the public for 
so much of its money; I shouid not even like to live under 
the protection of the clergy, for the tenth of my property 
would be too trifling to interest them ia my favor; nor should 
I chuse to trust to the kind protecting infiuence of the laws, 
which are here only bubbles blown this way aad that by the 
breath of the miuister, 

I have therefore determined when I leave this country to 
goto Spain. ‘Phere I shall have at least a chance of escap- 
ing the vengeance of the monarch; and I shall therefore 
have no one elsetodresd. It is true that he aJso has a thon. 
sand agents of his will; a thousand promulgators of his 
laws; and ten thousand expositors of iis religion. But t’ era 
they all agree on one consistent and harmonic interpretation 
of the will, and the law, and the religion of the monarch. 
The religion is the law, and the law is the will of the sove- 
reign; and, as they have wisely prohibited women from go. 
verning them, there is a chance there that the!aw of the land 
will not change much faster than the wind; which is by no 
means the case in England. Iiwe rise here frecmen, we 
may go to bed slaves if a prime minister have the misfortune 
to tread upon his corus, or run against a chimney-sweep, or 
encounter any unpleasant derangement of a most amiable 
temper, And if after making us slaves, he should dream we 
mutined, the next morning he may shut us all up in a pri- 
son, to teach us our duty to the state, and to bimself, who 
is of more consequence in his own opinion than al! the states 
in the world,

The honses have re-opened after the hollidays, and the interest appears 
rather reviving. Notwithstanding the depreci.ted value of theatrical pro- 
perty the shares have not moch fallen in value, fur al! the salaries have 
as yet been regularly paid. While this is the case, the performers say ticy 
care nothing about the public: aud indeed the wretched manner in which 
all the first rate business is got up, is very good evidence of their sincerity 
in this respect, although they arc believed in very little else they say. A 
sturdy fellow called Jobn Bull has been in the company, or rather he has 
belonged to it some time, and «afforded a great deal of support to them all.
